That Peace andLove, 
uniting Nations, Siftess in Scituation, im 
Politicks, in Interefts, pod with dus ve 
Smal Differences, Sifters in Retigion, can 
againft Confcience ! ———— _ Was ever fuch 
Blindnefs of Mind exercis’d among a know- 
ing Generation ? 

But this is the Artifice of a Party, the Craft

In difcourfing of this, I crave leave, as 
in al} fuch Cafes I'defire to do, to go back 
a little to Originals, and enquire, from 
whence the abfolute Power of the Creditor, 
and the ufval.Fraud of Debtors does pro- 


_ ceed. and if: Ican do this with fome Clear- 


nefs, I hope, it may open the Byes of {ome 
Reople,. who feem to be blinded to the Pre- 
judice of the general Good. 

*Tis moft true, that not many Ages back, 
there was nofuch thing in Ue in thefe Parts 
of the World, asattacking or arrefting the 
Body of a Debtor, upon what: we call mean 
Procefs, or the firft Demarid. of a Debs, ghd 
our aap omg Nations prelerve the fame 
Liberty ftill; Nay, in fome Places the Bank- 
rupt becomes immediately a Perfon wholly 
manag'd hy the Government; where a 
Methods are taken,. Firft, to lay hold of 
his Effeéts.-and them for thie Credi- 
tors, asin Holland 3 Secondly, to punifa him 
as a Criminal, if he cannot give a fair Ac- 
count, how he has become a Bankrupt; 
Thirdly, to prote& his Perfon from: the 
Cruelty and Paffions of uareafonable Credi- 
tors, as in Denmark, Holand, aod almoft 
every wheré.elfe. 

In Scetjand tothis Day you can arreft no 
Man, till the Caufeis cry’d, and Judgment 
obtain’d,. andthen he muft be fubjected ; but 
you. may arreft his Effects, and ftop his 
Debts or Eftate, ‘a much more equal and ef 
fe&tual Way go recover the Demand, and 
yet leayes no room for perfonal Revenge, a 
thing the very Nature of Law abhors’s and 
to refrain which, publick A&s are always 
made in moft Countries in the World.

attempt to fay, that thus cireumftanc’d, ic 
may not be the true Method’ in fo great. a 
trading Nation,and. in aCafe where-(ueh an- 
limited, oof Sort of Contracts are made: 

1am not cherefore ‘pointing my Difcourfe 
againft the general Law of Captiva for:coin- 
mon Debt ; ‘tisnot the Law, but the Abafes 
and fatal Confequences of this Matter, occa- 
fion’d by the Fury and Cruelty of mercilefs 
Men, who want Bounds.and Limits to their 
unreaforable Tempers, and who dre ‘itrthis 
Cafe trufted. with ‘tov much Power over 
their Fellow-Creatures; - ahd inftead of ap- 

lying that Power only to doing them: 
elves Right, ¢arry it on to the Deftruction 
of the Party as an-A&@ of. Revenge. 

Thefe are:the Abules' ofthe: Laws.and 
Powers now in Pragtice for the recovering 
of Debts in Bwgiend, which I complain'of— 
Bywhich the Bnd of the Law is inverted, 
which is dire&ted for the preférving the ho- 
neft Man’s ea ‘and: Laws of civil 
Right become in their. Profecution perfedlly 
fanguinary.and cruel, Death becomes the 
End ofthe Procefs, and the Debtor’s Mit 
fortune equals him ia the Bvent'to the Cas 
pital’ Crimes of Murther and Robbery. . 

To mitigate thefe Bxceffes, feveral Me- 
thodshave beerifoundout, and Cuftom for 
a while freen'd the miferable iit 
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-privikedg'd Places, and fuch Places, where 
even their own Numbers and Defperation 
made. them league together, in their own 
Defence againft the Law;' fuch were the 
“Sanétuaries of the Mint, Fryers, Rules, Oc. 
and the Connivance~of the Prifoa-keepers 
of the QUEEN’s Bencband Ficet. 

But the Abufes committed in thefe Places 
growing to a moft intolerable Extremity, 
the Frands and .Knavery of ill Men being 


barefacedly proteéted, the Creditor treated — 


- with nnfufferable Jafoleaces, and uncommon 
Violences daily praétis'd 5 thefe Places be- 
came juftly odious ta the whole Nation, 
and Thad the Honour to be one of the firft 
Complainers, and not only fo, but to have 
fome Hand in the Diffolucion.of theit mor- 
trons Privileges; and that even while it 

~ was expeéted, I fhould have rather accept- 

ed of Shelcer from their- corrupted Confti- 
tution. | 
However, as the Grievance was too 
great not to be heard, the Complainc foon 
reach’d the Parliament, who made feveral 

Laws to deftroy and difpoffefs thofe lurking 

Holes, and at Jaft they were very much 

reduc’d, the Fryers abandon’d, the Rules of 

Prifons reftrain’d, and the Mins brought to 

more regular Reftraint. | 

But as this effectually took away. the 

Screen from the honeft Debtor, as well as 

from the ProjeGing Villais, fo the Parlia- 

meqt alfo made fuodry Laws, to deliver 
fach from the Tyranny of their Mercilels 

Creditors, of which in the nexc Paper. - 
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Next Weck will be pablith’d, 
R Eligion.and Phyfick, both Eftablith’d by 
Law, demand'the firft Cares of ‘all Go- 
vernmeut, to preferve the Harmony Uni- 
on of the Soul and Body of rhe Subjects. With
